Large Number of Private

EMIGRATION COST 
IS MUCH INCREASED 


Hon. Mr. Oliver Urges For 
Proper Riflle Range 
Here 


By Bulletin Leased Wire, 

OTTAWA, March 26—The order 
paper of the house of commons was 
considerably, reduced today, several 
government resolutions being dispos- 
ed of, In the hour devoted to private 
bills in the evening a large number 
of iprivate ‘bills were advanced a 
stage. 

In committee of supply the re- 
maining estimates of the militia de- 
parunent were vul through at the 
afternoon session, in the evening the 
votes for the immigration department 
for the Yukon were passea, 

W. M. Martin, Regina sald he 
had been Informed that R. H, Kay, 
a justice of the peice of Roblin, had 
secured promissory notes of 100 
each for seventeen parties as a pre- 
liminary to getting homesteads in 
Riding Mountain reserve. He was 
sure the minister did not know of 
this 

Dr. Roche explained that an in- 
quiry had been held. The promissory 
notes had been given to Kay for 
locating stakes which hed become 
obliterated, He had advised the 
home 1d inspector to tell the set- 
tlers not to redeem the notes as he 
considered the charge too high. The 
minister added: “I may say that Mr. 
Kay .l# no longer a friend of mine.”" 

“It ils entirely to the credit of the 
tmainister,” remarked» Hon. Frank Oli- 
ver, and the Ineident closed. 


Discourages Eanigration, 

Hon. Charies Marcil asked if, in 
view of the lack of employment in 
the large cities, the government had 
taken any steps to restrict immigra- 
lon, 

Dr, Roche replied that while there 
was no actual prohibition the depart- 
ment had clreularized ite agents 
vbroad to diseourage emigration to 
Canada; and again the restrictions 
had been imposed on domestic ser- 
vants. 

Mr. Martin, of Regina cyiticized 
the increase tn the cost of the ad- 
ministration of the immigration de- 
partment, Since 1911-12 the expendi- 
tures in connection with Immigration 
had increased by 66 per ceni. In 
1911 an immigrant cost the govern- 
ment $4, In 1914 the cost was $12. 

Replying to a question by Hon. 
Frank Oliver, General Hughes said 
that Valeartier camp had been pur- 
chased owing to the policy of the go- 
vernment to have training areas in 
each province The purchase was 
made previous to the outbreak of 
the war, He was unable at the mom- 
ent to tell what it had cost 


Rifle Range at Edmonton, 

Mr. Oliver urged upon the minister 
the desirability of establishing a pro- 
per rifle range at Wdmonton, 

General Hughes said that it was 
impossible to use the present range 
because it was within the citv I'mits. 
He had two or three proposals relat- 
ing to sites in the vicinity of Edmon- 
ton ana would be glad te confer with 
Mr. Oliver in regard to them, 

Mr. Oliver thought that the pre« 
sent range was not unduly danger- 
o and that some use might be made 
of It, but the minister maintained that 
with the present long range rifle now 
in use it would be dangerous to do so. 

Makes Plea For Settlers, 

J. M. Douglas, of Stratheona, made 
a plea on behalf of u number of set- 
tiers In a district 50 miles west of 
Wetaskiwin, He sald that the land 
Was poor and the settlers can not 
possibly clear and cultivate the land 
called for under the requisition. He 
asked the department to deal with 
them leniently Hy said that in some 
cases political faveritism had eénter- 
ed into the inatter, 

Dr. Roche said that the settlers 
had gone into the district contrary to 
the regulations beenuge they had de- 
clared that there Wasa not more than 
25 acres of timber on these lands 
Other good lands were available for 
homesteading at the time. He de 
nied that there had been any politi- 
cal favor'tiem and eald that the set- 
tlers would be treated ag sympa- 
thetically as possible
